K‘;m reading the glowing
dispatelies sent out, and hearing the
frequent boast that nearly every coun-
ty was rapresented and that the gath-
ering compared favorably in numbers

It may be
gaid that these are small ocounties
Many of them are, it is true ; but their
ageremate representation would have
been about five hundred dalegates.
Add to this the ocountice that were
misreprésented by mon never appoint-
ed at any public meeting or by
aoy authority ontsids of some back
office, and the boasted oconvention
wanld bo redaced to an ineonsiderabl
minority. Yet men who have soted
with the Democratio party in time

conventien and the nomination of
General Bate for Governur, And we
have the utmost faith that he will be
elected. The bolters may vontinue to
bolt and not seo the error of their
ways; they may blow their trumpets,
buy up newspaper stook, and send
their great men forth to barangue the
massed, but it will be inwain. The
people will be true to their prinsiples,
themeelves snd the gallant man who
carries the fleg of (heir party, And
when it is all over some will return to
the old camp. and otfiers eputinue
with the Republican party, but all
may ask themselves, “1fsosoon wo are
done for, what were we ever begun
for?"
